FIRST DAY— Thursday, December 19, 1912 

The tenth session of the Gulf Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, convened in the First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Port Arthur, Tex., December 19, 1912, at 8:30 a. m., Bishop Wibur P. 
Thirkield presiding. 

Opening Devotions.— The pastor, J. M. Bennington, announced the 
hymn, “And Are We Yet Alive/’ which was heartly sung. J. R. Basket led 
in prayer, after which the Bishop assisted by the District Superentendts 
and Dr. W. D. Parr, administered the Holy Communion. Anticipating 
this service the Bishop read Paragraphs 137-138 on Deportment at Con- 
ference, which with the remarks, was timely and impressive. 

Roll Call.— The Secretary of the last Conference, H. H. McCain, called 
the roll, thirty answering to their names as follows: J. R. Basket, J. A. 
Carruth, J. C. Duplantis, W. H. Germany, G. L. Harper, J. W. Hervey, 
G. B. Hines, J. W. LaGrone, J. W. Lively, H. H. McCain, R. O. McClure, 
W. C. Mann, Louis May, W. R. Newton, J. D. Pointer, R. T. Pynes, N. L. 
‘Sayers, F. M. Simpson, R. R. Smith, T. F. Swanson, R. G. Swanson, T. E. 
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Webb, Julian Woodson, Francisco Zito, J. B. Kenna, G. B. Miner, B. T. 
Bell, R. R. Ellis, A. L. Harper and E. N. Hardin. By action of the Gen- 
eral Conference in the change of boundry, L. E. Gower, C. L. Elliott and 
O. P. Wright of the Austin Conference answered to their names and were 
ordered enrolled. The Conference stood with bowed head while the names 
of Walter Zimmerman, Ira N. Pardee, P. C. Chaney, John T. James, 
W. F. Bolton and E. A. Ferguson, our deceased brothers, were called. 
Afterwards all joined in singing, “Theae’s a Land That is Fairer Than Day.” 

Officers Elec ed.— On motion of J. A. Carruth, H. H. McCain was 
elected secretary, and on his nomination, W. H. Germany and R. 0. Me 
Clurewere elected assistants. On motion of J. W. Hervey, L. E. Gower was 
elected Statistician ; and C. L. Elliott, Peter Parker and J. B. Kenna 
were named as assistants and it was ordered. On motion of W. C. 
Mann, T. E. Webb was nominated and elected treasurer; who nominated 
F. J. Ensign and B. T. Bell as assistants and they were elected. 

Transfers.— The transfer of Peter Parker from the Oklahoma Confer- 
ence; and J. M. Bennington from the Illinois Conference was announced. 
The Bishop also announced the transfer of E. R. Houck to the Oklahoma 
Conference. 

Introductions.— L. E. Gower, C. L. Elliott, W. I. Gates and 0. P. 
Wright from the Austin Conference; J. M. Bennington and Peter Parkar 
the recent transfers; T. J. Shrode from the Nebraska Conference; E. F. 
Scheussler and A. A. Leifeste of the Southern German Conference and 
Dr. W. D. Parr of the North Indiana Conference were introduced and 
welcomed. 

Reports. — G. B. Hines Dist. Supt. of the New Orleans Dist. was called, 
and work reported. The report of the Italian work by Francisco Zito was 
read in this connection also. It impressed the importance of instructing 
the children which was further emphasized by the Bishop. 

W. C. Mann Dist. Supt. of the North Louisiana District was called, 
character passed and work reported. 

J. A. Carruth Dist. Supt. of the Southern District was called, the 
character passed and work reported. 

The names of R. G. Swanson, W. R. Newton and Louis May were 
called, the character of each was passed and they reported their charges. 

Announcement. — A message brought the sad news of the death of the 
Father-in-law of R. 0. McClure. It being his desire to attend the funeral, 
his name was called, character passed and he reported his charge. The re- 
port of the Registrar being satisfactory, he was on motion elected to Elders 
Orders; and on motion of J. M. Bennington a session of the Conference 
was called for 2:30 p. m. for his ordination and to receive the Statistical 
Reports. 

Introductions. — Mr. S. M. Konizeski, representing the Book Concern 
was introduced, who brought a brief but interesting word concerning this 
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great institution. 

Mrs. Bishop Thirkield was presented to the Conference, whose presence, 
hearty interest and helpfulness was highly appreciated and greeted with 
applause. Dr. E. C. Clemens, representing the Board of Conference 
Claimants was introduced, who in his hearty and unique way brought us a 
message of good fellowship and encouragement concerning the work of the 
Board. In this connection, he presented the Conference with a draft for 
$300. And the Bishop announced a draft from the Chartered Fund of $30. 
and from the Book Concern of $467. for distribution to the Veterans by the 
Board of Stewards. 

Motion. — Dr. C. A. King, the Tres. of the Bpard of Stewards, being 
absent, it was moved by R. 0. McClure and carried, that H. H. McCain 
be elected Treas. Pro Tern, and that these drafts be made payable to him. 

Announcements.— The pastor, J. M. Bennington, announced the time 
for adjournment at 11:45 a. m. The list of Standing Committees was 
read by the secretary and approved by the Conference. 

Adjournment.— On motion the Conference adjourned. All joined in 
singing the Gloria and the benediction was pronounced by the Bishop. 

FIRST DAY- Afternoon Session 

At 2:30 the Conference met and was called to order by Bishop Thir- 
kield. After singing and prayer, R. O. McClure was duly ordained an 
Elder in the Methodist Episcopal Church, by the Bishop and Elders. 

Statistics.— Reports were called for by the Secty. from each charge in 
order, which were placed in the hands of the Treasurer and Statistician 
respectively. 

Adjournment— A motion to adjourn was carried and the benediction 
was pronounced by the Bishop. 

SECOND DAY — Friday, December 20, 1912 

Opening Devotions — T. E. Webb led the service who announced as 
the hymn, “Saviour Like a Shepherd Lead Us,” which was followed by the 
reading of Psalm twenty-seven, and prayer by J. R. Basket and Julian 
Woodson. Hymn, “Faith of Our Fathers” was then sung, after which the 
Bishop gave a talk on the Observance of Reverence in all services. 

Journal.— The Secty. read the Journal of yesterday, which was ap- 
proved after certain corrections. 

Transfer.— The transfer of W. W. Gettys to the Oklahoma Conference 
was announced, he having been in the Austin Conference. 

Elections.— R. O. McClure having been excused from attendance on 
the sessions of the Conference, on motion F. J. Ensign was nominated and 
elected as Asst. Secty. in his place. J. H. Beadle was elected Conference 
Postmaster and J. D. Pointer as the Official Reporter of the Conference. 

Reports. — N. L. Sayers, H. H. McCain and T. E. Webb were called, 
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character passed and each presented reports. W. E. Harrison was called 
and character passed. 

Introductions. — Dr. W.S. Bovard,from the University of Chattanooga, 
representing the Board of Education, was introduced,who gave a brief ad- 
dress drawn from experience and observation, on“The Need of Our Metho- 
dist Schools in the South/’ In brief it was presented as the need for leaders 
of the right type and the cultivation and practice of the spirit of self- 
support. 

Dr. McClarty, the pastor of the local Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, was introduced and welcomed. 

The Bishop excusing himself, Rev. M. E. Bramhall was called to the 
chair. 

Question Eight. — Who have Been Admitted into Full Membership? J. H. 

Beadle, F. J. Ensign and H. K. Faulk were called, the Registrar reporting 
favorably in each case, their character was passed, and they were on mo- 
tion of their respective Dist. Supts. passed to the studies of the Third Year 
and admitted into full membership. 

J. B. Kenna was called and character passed. It having developed 
that he was going away to school, he was on motion continued in the 
studies of the Second Year. 

G. B. Miner was called and character passed. In view of the circum- 
stances he was on motion, passed to the studies of the Third Year, being 
conditioned on one book. 

Question Nine. — What Members are in Studies of Third Year? G. L. 

Harper and Francisco Zito were called, their character passed, and they 
were on motion continued in the studies of the Third Year. 

Question One.— Is This Conference Incorporated According to the Re- 
quirements of the Discipline? It is. 

Address.— The Bishop gave a splendid address to the Class for Admis- 
sion into Full Membership, which was worthy of the bsst traditions of 
our church. 

Question Six.— E. N. Hardin and R. R. Ellis were called, character 
passed, Registrar reported favorably, and they were on motion advanced 
to the studies of the Second Year. 

B. T. Bell and A. L. Harper were called, their characters passed, and 
they were on motion advanced to the studies of the Second Year, condi- 
tioned on bringing up the remaining books next year. 

G. W. Bolton was called, character passed and on motion was con- 
tinued in the studies of the First Year. 

Introductions.— Rev. Frank R. Madden, representing the Board of Sun- 
day Schools, and Rev. J. B. Gonzales of the Congregational Church, were 
presented to the Conference. 

Motions. — It was moved and carried that a special session of the Con- 
ference be held at 4 p. m. for the consideration of the educational work. 
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On motion, Peter Parker was relieved of his duties as a member of the 
Committee on Peridoicals and J. R. Basket was elected in his place; and 
G. B. Miner was elected to succeed L. E. Gower on the Auditing Com- 
mittee. 

Adjournment —The time for adjournment having arrived, the an- 
nouncements were made, the Gloria was sung, and the benediction was 
pronounced by Dr. W. D. Parr. 

SECOND DAY — Afternoon Session 

Promptly at 4:00 p. m. the Bishop called the Conference to order. 
Dr. W. D. Parr was introduced, who made an explanation of the status of 
Port Arthur College and the prospect and need for education in our Con- 
ference, pointing to the opportunity which was now presented to meet our 
need and ideal. The prospect was presented in a masterly way; and then 
an earnest appeal was made to the ministers for an expression of their faith 
and interest in the College in making a personal subscription, which was 
heartily seconded by Bishop Thirkield. The call was then made to which all 
responded with subscriptions in varied sums from $5. up to $500., reaching 
the total of $4,545. A call was then made for singing the Doxology, in 
which all joined heartily. A motion to adjourn was carried and the bene- 
diction was pronounced by Dr. W. D. Parr. 

THIRD DAY. — Saturday December 21, 1912 

The Conference was called to order by the Bishop. “Breathe On Me, 
Breath of God,” was sung with deep feeling by the Conference. R. L. 
Weldon led in prayer. The Bishop then addressed the Conference on 
Practicing the Presence of God. 

Journal. — The Journal of yesterday’s sessions was read and adopted 
after corrections. 

Introduction. — Dr. J. J. Morgan, representing the American Bible 
Society, was introduced. 

Question Fourteen. — Was the Character of Each Preacher Examined? 

J. W. Hervey, Dist. Supt. of the East Texas Dist., was called, character 
passed and the work of his Dist. reported. In the recent bereavement of 
Bro. Hervey, the Conference joined in singing: 

“We share each others woes, our mutual burdens bear, 

And often for each other flows the sympathizing tear.” 

With bowed head the Conference joined in prayer for the comforting 
presence of God with Mrs. Hervey. 

Motion. — H. H. McCain moved and it was carried, that the reports 
of the district superintendents be edited by them for printing in the 
Journal. 

Question Fourteen Continued. — R. T. Pynes, R. L. Weldon, W. H. 
Germany, J. R. Basket, T. J. Shrode, C. L. Elliott, L. E. Gower, O. P. 
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Wright and J. M. Bennington were called, character passed and presented 
their report. 

Welcome. — As many of these w'ere recently received into the Conference, 
they were welcomed by rising and singing, “Blest be the Tie That Binds.” 

Question four.— Who Have I’een Received and from What Churches? 
C. A. Perkins from the Free Methodist Church was introduced. The Com- 
mittee on Conference relations presented a favorable report for his ad- 
mission into the ministry of the Church and Conference. On motion of 
W. C. Mann he was admitted and exempted from the Course of Study. 

Question five — Who Have Been Received on Trial? Ardis M. Wynne 
was presented by District Superintendent W. C. Mann. The reports be- 
ing favorable, he was on motion received on trial and advanced to the 
studies of the First Year. 

Question Six — Who Have Been Continued on Trial? Daniel Hayes, Sid- 
ney W. Edwards and C. C. Beasley were called, character passed and on 
motion in each case, were continued in the studies of the First Year. 

Question Seven. — Who Have Been Discontinued? None. 

Question Three. — Who Have Been Readmitted? None. 

Question Eleven. — What Members Have Completed the Conference Course 
of Study? Judson W. La Grone, Joseph C. Duplantis, Francis M. Simp- 
son, Thomas F. Swanson and Reese R. Smith were called and character 
passed. The report of the Registrar was favorable in each case, and on 
motion of their respective District Superintendents they were elected to 
Elders’ Orders. 

Delos H. Cassells was called and no report was presented. On motion 
of G.B. Hines, his character was passed and he was continued in the studies 
of the Fourth Year, with the request that he appear at the next sessions of 
the Conference, prepared for the examination. 

Question Thirteen. -What Others Have Been Elected and Ordained 
Elders? J. D. Pointer was called and his character passed. On motion of 
J. A. Carruth, and supported by G. B. Hines, he was advanced to the 
studies of the Fourth Year and elected to Elders’ Orders under the Mis- 
sionary Rule, provided he goes as a Mirsionary to Africa. 

Transfers Announced. — The Bishop announced the transfer of J. C. 
Duplantis to the St. Louis Conference, G. B. Miner to the Georgia Con- 
ference and F. G. Watkins to the Illinois Conference. 

Question Sixteen. — Who Have Died?. — W. F. Bolton, Henry G. Breed 
and E. A. Ferguson. On motion of J. R. Basket, the hour following the 
ordination service on Sunday was fixed for the Memorial Service.

Report of the District Superintendents 



NORTH LOUISIANA DISTRICT 
Dear Bishop and Brethern: 

As your District Superintendent, of North Louisiana District, I sub- 
mit to you my fifth annual report. This is the Missionary District of the 
Conference. It was created in December 1905 by Bishop Luther B. Wil- 
son, and Dr. J. W. Lively was appointed Presiding Elder. Dr. Lively 
served the District for two years and in December 1907, he asked to be 
relieved from district work and your humble servant was appointed Pre- 
siding Elder by Bishop William Burt. For five years, under many diffi- 
culties, I have served the district the best I could. 

In the territory of this district, our Sister Churches, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South and the Methodist Protestant Church, have been 
doing work for years and all of the best towns have been entered by them, 
often both of them in the same town and I have thought it unwise for the 
Methodist Episcopal Church to be organized in a town where both of 
these churches have been operating for years, unless a sufficient number 
of °ur own people should move into a town to justify us entering to care 
for them or where the town is large enough for the three churches to work 
without wasting money and men. This conviction, with other reasons I 
shall mention, has kept me from entering many of the best towns of the 
district and in this action I am sure I am sustained by this Conference. 

Another serious trouble which confronted me was manning the district 
with proper men and supporting them. When I was placed on the district 
I had three preachers, one a probationer in the first year and the other 
two supplies. Neither of these brethren succeeded, two have gone from 
us while the third is farming. I was compelled to secure suitable men for 
the district and with the small salaries the Charges paid this was no easy 
task. We have labored under financial embarrassment which was hard to 
overcome. In 1907, the last year, Dr. Lively served the district, he re- 
ceived only $74.00 salary from the district. When I was appointed to the 
district, I had no furniture, no parsonage, no income and a wife and seven 
children. No one of my men have had an adequate salary. Notwith- 
standing these difficulties the Lord has blessed our work and now we have 
a small district with good promise of developement, several thousand dol- 
lars worth of Church property and some of the best young men of the 
Conference. 
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Report of the District Superintendents — Continued 

Within the bounds of this district are many small towns and great 
stretches of country, with good land, thickly settled where neither the 
Methodist Protestant Church nor the Methodist Episcopal Church South 
are doing work; these places we are trying bo work. We are, also, study- 
ing carefully every town of importance in the district and wherever we 
are needed we are entering them as fast as we can secure men and money 
to work them. The emigration from the North and West of this section 
make this an opportune time for us. We, as a Church, can not afford to 
neglect this section of country. Railroads and towns are being built in 
every direction, the land is producing lrage paying crops and thousands 
of people are settling in Middle and North Louisiana. This is a good 
field for the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

This has been a peculiarly hard year on our district on account of 
Meningitis, Mississippi Flood and Labor Union Trouble. Two of our 
charges sustained heavy loss from Meningitis-Dry Prong and Vivian; 
at Vivian all the churches and the schools were closed for two months and 
Rev. W. F. Bolton, our efficient pastor died of this dreaded disease. 
Livonia and Pineville charges suffered heavy from the flood. Livonia was 
entirely overflowed with from one to six feet of water for six or eight 
weeks. Many of the people lost everything. On account of financial con- 
dition Rev. Geo. W. Rockhold, our pastor, was compelled to ask to be 
relieved and since May the charge has had no pastor. I have gone over 
the work and preached for them as opportunity afforded. DeRidder and 
Oakdale suffered financial loss from Labor Union Trouble. Rev. T. F. 
Swanson, our pastor at DeRidder, will receive but little more than half 
his apportionment. Our benevolences will also be short as a result of the 
financial depression; however they have been faithfully presented and 
collections taken. 

CONCLUSION 

I thank our Heavenly Father for His mercies in the past, the blessings 
of the present and for His promises of the future. I thank Him for this 
body of faithful, consecrated men and their good wives who have willing- 
ly and cheerfully shared the burdens and hardships of this district with- 
out murmur or complaint. God bless them. The Lord has given us a 
good revival on almost every charge. Hundreds have found pardon or 
purity at our altars. This has been a good year to me. I have enjoyed 
good health and the continued presence of God and the hearty co-opera- 
tion of my brethren. I have traveled continually through the district, 
traveling 9,857 miles, preaching 210 sermons and have seen 112 professions 
of conversions or sanctification in my services. The Lord has blessed in

every department of the work. May the Lord continue his blessings up- 
on us.

EAST TEXAS DISTRICT 

Bishop Thirkield. 

Fathers and Brethern: “I, who also am your brother and companion 

in tribulations, and in the kingdom and patience of Jesus Christ,” greet 
and salute you in this my third annual report. 

Here in beautiful Port Arthur, a city recently risen from the prairie 
where roamed thousands of cattle, to be an habitation for thousands of 
busy people, here where once, not long ago, the sea rolled, thus proving 
that the Almighty is still building the world for the habitation of His peo- 
ple, we meet in the holy fellowship. 

I report, as a man may of God’s work, where more than anywhere else 
to me, 

“Each faculty tasked 
God is seen God . 

In the stars, in the stone, in the flesh, 

In the soul and in the clod.” 

In making this report, I am but recording a segment of the modern 
history of the Christian Church. History is the Story of man in relation 
to the occurrences and events of his time. Our Church history is the story 
of Redeemed man working in conjunction with God, for the uplift of the 
race. How subline this work. It is work an angel might covet. A Co- 
workers together with God.” Christian service ever coins itself into du- 
plicative power, and they who give much in service come back rich in love 
and compensation. 

“Wherever through the ages rise 
The altars of self-sactifice, 

Where love its arms hath opened wide 
Or man for man hath calmy died, 

I see the same white wings outspread 
That hovored o’er the Master’s head.” 

Thus it is. A great soul-absorbing service for the Master and for men 
throws into eclipse distressing surroundings that otherwise would drive us 
to despair! 

In the careful preparation of this summary of a year’s work for our 
Master I have been mindful ever of all the forces that make for right-

eousness; for never more than now did I realize 

“And on the helm there rests a hand other than mine.” 

Divine and human have blended into the color of these faithful and fruit- 
ful years Herein I have tried to give “honor to whom honor is due,” for 
most of us, notwithstanding, are very fond of gratitude and love a word of 
approval. I had rather be loved here than to be called king in earth or a 
lord in heaven. Out of the genuine sincerety of my heart’s appreciation I 
have written the words of commendation, for I would not leave unspoken 
the words I might have said. 

These years and months have taught me the “mystic keys of fellow- 
ship which display a resting place for love.” 

“It is my joy in life to find 
At every turning of the road 
The strong arms of a comrade kind 
To help me onward with my load; 

And since I have no gold to give 
And love alone must make amends; 

My only prayer is while I live, 

God make me worthy or my friends.” 

We shall speak of the geography of the District and a general view of 
the work. There is embraced in the East Texas District, even as former- 
ly outlined, the best of the South expressed in variety of soil, climate and 
productions. We have all the natural resources needed for the develope- 
ment of the greatest and highest civilization. And we have the people, 
too, and others are coming very rapidly, and now since the action of the 
General Conference, we have not only East Texas but South and South- 
west Texas, so that our territory now reaches from Texarkana and Paris 
on the North to Port Arthur and Galveston on the South, and from Gal- 
veston to Hearn to Brownsville and Dei Rio on the West. 

In this compass we have several good cities, viz: Houston, Galveston, 
Beaumont, Port Arthur, Marshall, Palestine, Tyler, Austin, San Antonio 
and others. Besides, there are nnmbers of good towns growing to be 
cities and thousands and thousands of square miles of country, practical- 
ly all of which is tillable. 

There are in the bounds of the district the two oldest towns in the 
State, Nacogdoches and San Augustine. They were strategic places in 
early Texas History. Near Nacogdoches is an Elm tree under which was 
preached the first sermon in the State. And at Shelby ville the first ser- 
mon, by a Methodist Episcopal preacher, was preached long before the 
memorable year of 1844. So East Texas not only has a romantic civil 
history, but a very interesting church history. If we could draw back the 
curtain and look into the near future we could see this country flourishing 
materially and spiritually. 
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We have 12 circuits and 10 stations. 18 Pastors and 20 Local Preach- 
ers. 57 Methodist Congregations, with 2,783 members and probationers, 
and 1,700 Sunday School scholars. 

There is an approximation of 5,000 souls immediately reachable, only 
if we can, and will co-operate with the Divine. 

We have 37 Church buildings and 12 Parsonages. Our property is 
easily worth 190,000. The Port Arthur College property located in this 
city is valued at $275,000. 

We have 7 charges coming from the Austin Conference. 

We are very happy to welcome to our Conference the preachers and 
people from the Austin territory. The union will, we doubt not, be mu- 
tually beneficial. 

There have been reviv als held on every charge with very good re- 
sults. The Revival is the feature of prime importance among us. May It 
never cease to be. Methodism was born in a Revival and without it, we 
die. Of course we are not unmindful of the importance of Christian de- 
velopment and intellectual culture, but everything must be subservient to 
the salvation of men. The church of Jesus Christ must be a Spiritual 
force or it cannot fulfil its mission. The Holy Spirit life is the sinequa 
non of its existence and success. Social and civic righteousness is the fruit 
of church life and activity. When the heart is not right with God, the 
eye is dim, the head dizzy, the foot is lame and the hand blunders. 
Therefore, we must first and last stress and emphasize this paramount con- 
cern, the spiritual life of the church. Everything depends upon that. 
The law of the kingdom is that signs shall follow. These are the creden- 
tials of the Church. Our Lord himself so declared. When signs do not 
follow our Ministry, we may well become alarmed, for we have broken 
connection with the Divine Power. 

We are glad to report that the Ministry of the East Texas District has 
this Divine endorsement, signs have followed. 1,200 souls have been con- 
verted, reclaimed or sanctified under our Ministry and 450 have united 
with the church. The Sunday Schools and Leagues have been active and 
progressive and the women societies have been busy in the work of the 
Lord. 

We note with pleasure that the Conference assessments have been 
largely paid, and the salaries of the preachers are well up. We regret that 
any deficiency will be shown, but owing to poor crops previous to this 
year the people were in debt so that this good crop hardly paid them out. 
Another good yield will bring our people out of debt and cause that the 
salaries and Benevolences shall be reported in full. 

Every claim has been presented by the District Superintendent at the 
Quarterly Conferences, and by the Pastor during the year. Some of our 
people are very liberal and give regularly and systematically, but others 
do not give anything. Thus they are recreant to the trust, break their 
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vows and are not good Methodists. Religious folks pay. 

We recognize the fact that if people are religious and will take our 
church papers they will support the Gospel and its various Benavolent en- 
terprises. Any Pastor is well paid for all the time and energy he expends 
in circulating Church literature. It is one of our plans of the future to 
place Christian and Methodist Literature in every one of our homes. 

In large part our Pastors have been their own evangelists this year 
holding their own meetings or exchanging with each other. 

This plan works well. The Evangelists we have had were the best 
and their work very satisfactory. We organized a District Conference 
this year and our session at Overton in the Spring was a feast of good 
things. 

Concerning the detailed report of each charge and each pastor’s labors, 
see the Statistical tables and Treasurer’s report. 

Now, will you excuse a word personal? I have traveled the District 
and to the best of my ability I have superintendened the temporal and 
Spiritual welfare of the church. I have done my duty as I understood it. 
A few times I have been hindered by sickness and lastly by death in my 
family, but each time I have sent substitutes. In May I had the great 
pleasure of attending the General Conference in Minneappolis. I am 
abundantly repaid for the expense of the trip. It is fine to look in on the 
world-wide Methodism. I have traveled 18,000 miles this year by rail and 
about 1,000 by private conveyance. I was called to Lyford, Cameron 
County, to organize a class in March. We organized with 25 members. 
From there I went to Matamoros, Mexico, and back by the way of San 
Antonio and Austin. This in some respects has been, my . happiest and 
best year and in others my saddest. In it all Jesus has been a constant 
friend. 

During these years of my Superintendency my wife has stayed at 
home without a murmur and kept the children and prayed for me. She 
deserves this mention. My brethern have stood loyally by me in the 
work. In our affliction they have comforted us. 

Our third year on the East Texas District closees. Your work, fellow 
toilers, and my work is there infolded. Its lessons are many and" some of 
them hard to learn. The record is His! 

“I have walked on the Mount of Gladness, I haveweptin the Vale of Tears 
And my feet have stumbled ofttimes as I trod through the path of the years; 
Yet my heart has ever lifted its song of thankful praise 
To the God of all eternity, who has kept me in all my ways. 

Though alone I tread the winepress, or kneel in Gethsemane, 

I know that He has never forsaken, and that He leadeth me. 

Though I walk thjough the Valley of Shadow, my soul shall not be dismayed 
For my God is the God of the fathers, the God of the unafraid!” 
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“So, whether on the hilltop, 

High and Fair, 

I dwell, or in the sunless valleys, where 
The shadows lie, what matter? 

He is there.”

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MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 

WHEREAS, The home is the unit of society and therefore must be 
the basis of all successful effort which will uplift man and promote the 
highest type of civilization, and 

WHEREAS, Hasty and therefore unwise marriages are becoming more 
frequent which are also causing more separations and occasions for divorce 
cases, and 

WHEREAS, The state has other grounds for divorce than that which 
has been regarded by the church as permissable, and 

WHEREAS, The belief is becoming more and more prevelant that the 
Bible does not sanction divorce for any cause, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, That we the Gulf Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Port Arthur, Texas, assembled, do favor and request 
the state legislature in which we labor, to pass laws which shall require 
parties seeking to be married, to signify the same to the proper state 
authorities thirty days before the ceremony is to be performed, and that 
both parties shall submit to a medical examination by their family 
physician and shall present a health certificate of being qualified physical- 
ly for such marriage according to the best laws of eugenics along with 
their application for said license and in case no such certificate is present- 
ed, no license shall be issued, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we declare ourselves opposed 
to this promiscous divorce and marriage business and believe it to be 
nefarious and a most serious evil which is striking at the very foundation 
of our home life and therefore we memorialize the next General Confer- 
ence to so amend our discipline as shall preclude all Methodist Episcopal 
preachers from performing the ceremony of any and all divorced parties or 
party which shall unite the same, except in case of the husband and wife 
who are seeking to be re-united again.

TITHING

That we join ourselves together in a league, pledging our- 
selves to appropriate this tithe first to the financial obligations of our 
respective charges until all such obligations have been fully met. 

Third. That we will begin a campaign on the tithe method among 
our people and will seek to organize tithing bands in all of our 
Churches.

WHEREAS, Our Church has always been loyal to this grand Despo- 
tism of Methodism; Therefore, belt 

RESOLVED, By the members of the Gulf Conference in session at 
Marshall, Texas, that we affirm our faith and confidence in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in her loyalty to the doctrine of holiness and in her 
attitude toward those seeking the higher life; and be it further 

RESOLVED, That we invite the co-operation of all those who love 
the Church and hold this truth in wisdom to unite with us in spreading 
Scriptural Holiness over these lands.

If we would train up a devoted and loyal Methodist people, Metho- 
dist who are intelligent and well informed about our work, we must circu- 
late our church papers among our people. 

The old classics, Clark’s Commentaries, Watson’s Institute and 
Flether’s Checks, with many others I might mention, have about disap- 
peared. 

It is our duty to see that such conditions do not exist. 

The Advocate family with the Methodist Review is most excellect 
literature for Methodist people. Let us improve conditions among our 
people. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church, from its beginning, has been a 
Missionary Church. The doctrines of our church, justification of sinners, 
and the sanctification of believers, will always make missionaries when ap- 
plied to the lives of the people. A justified and purified church will re- 
move the charge against the home church of an apathy and an indiffer- 
ence to the salvation of the heathens. Our responsibility towards those 
who know not the gospel, it is measured by our resources, our equipment 
for work and the needs of the open doors. Fifty years ago, there were few 
open doors to our message, but today all doors are open, all walls are 
down and now remains for us to press the, conquest of the world for our 
King.

I. We observe with gratifica ion, the growth of the Church and re- 
joice in all spiritual victories, and that she has a more thorough equip- 
ment than ever before, for undaunted advancement, a ministry consecrat- 
ed to the work of aggressive evangelism. 

II. Also we see the wave of “Higher Criticism,” that once swept 
over us, has spent its force, and its receding upon itself.

20,000 young people to secure an education. The requirements of the Dis- 
cipline should be strictly observed. The funds for the aid of Institutions 
is worthy of increasing attention. The Public Educational collection is 
now divided by order of the General Conference between the loyal institu- 
tions and the board of education: 20 per cent, to the board of education 
for its aid of institutions’ fund. The plans of the Board for a sustaining 
membership and for contributions to a general fund are timely. The crea- 
rion of great board and fuuds outside the church has placed many of our 
colleges at a disadvantage and there is urgent need of a larger support for 
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our own board of education. 

The Christian Student and the other publications of the board are ex- 
ceedingly valuable. We urge all our people to secure the literature now 
published by the board of education and to make themselves intelligent 
regarding the great educational work of the church. The endorsement of 
the General Conference to the work of the board is a sufficient guarantee 
of its worth. 

We greatly rejoice at the progress of Port Arthur College and the 
liberal and enthuisastic support of the conference. We have just begun a 
campaign for the purpose of raising the $50,000 made necessary by the con- 
ditions of the gift of Mr. Gates and have every reason to believe that it 
will be raised in due time. We look forward to the progrsss of the educa- 
tional interest of the conference with sanguine anticipations.
